exemption of containers ana pack- 
ing material, 

This ruling etipulates that con- 
tainera, such as boxes, bottles, sacus, 
bags, barrels, casks and crates are 
not subject to tne tax when tney are 
returnable to the vendor of the 
commodity contained therein and 
when no sale is mage of sucn con_ 
tainer. They are, however, subject 
to the tax when purchased by the 
vendor as he is the ultimate pur- 
chaser thereof. Wrapping paper, 
twine, string, cora ana gummed tape 
are exempt from the tax by wnom- 
soever purchased. 

Labels and all marxs or Icenhtifi_ 
cation of a product and all printed 
matiter giving directions for use, in- 
formation or explanation are not 
subject to the tax whenthey are af- 
fixed to the commodity or to the 
container of a commodity, or are 
enclosed with the commodity in a 
wrapping or cover. If such printer 
matter is not affixed to or to ac- 
company the commodity tn the man- 
ner aforesaid, the tax must be paid 
by the purchaser thereor. 

Exemption on glue ror labels ap- 
plies only to glue purchased by the 
printers or manufacturers of labels 
and the glue is exempt trom tne 
tax only when purchased for such 
purposes. Exemption does not exiend 
to glue purchased by retall. 


Another ruling deals with auc- 
tioneers. 

It is provided that auctoneers 
must register witn tne sales tax 


branch and secure regtstration cer_ 
tificates. Whenever they act ag 
agents or employees of another per. 
son who is the holder of 4 registra- 
tion certificate and conduct the sale 
in his name and in the establishment 
they must collect the tax and remit 
it to him and the latter will h‘inself 
pay it over to the sales tax brarca 
when he makes his monthly return. 
Other provisions also are provided 


Commodities exempt ‘from _ the 
tax when handled by auctioneers in- 
clude farm machinery, equipment 
and tools purchased by a fanmer or 
rancher to be used solely in the 
operation, maintenance ang im. 
provement of his fanm- or ranch, 
this including tractors, horses and 
cattle. Also exempt are agricultural 
products sold by an auctioneer vu 
behalf of the producer thereof. Sais 
by judicial authority also are ex- 
empt. 

Automobiles and) hougehold furni- 
ture of all descripUions are taxable. 
Another ruling deals with articies 
made to order. 

Persons who their 
materials order 
must collect the two per cent tax on 
thegsale of such articles to the per- 
son who has ordered tnem. Labor o- 
service changes for the fabrication 
of such articles may not be deducted 
from the contract price, notwitn- 
standing that such changes may be 
Separately billed to customers apar- 
from charges for materials as the 
sale of the articles in the completed 
state. 

When a customer furnishes the 
material for the making of an artt- 
the vendor must collect the tax 
on the full cost of the article mrde 
to order, if the tax has not already 
becn paid on the material so fur- 
nished. 

If the tax has been pald on the 
material furnished by the customer, 
the vendor must change and e»riect 
the tax on the full cost of the 
anticle made to order, less the 
amount already paid by the customet 
on the material furnished by him.

Radium Supply 


OTITAWA. Canada shortly may 
become the major source of the 
world’s radium supply, it was stated 
here by Dr. G C. Laurence, in charge 
of research work on radium and X-~- 
rays for the Natjonal Research 
Council. Canadian radium, he gaid, 


successfully had challenged the mon- 
opoly of the Belgian Congo and had 
brought the price down 

Large deposits of pitchblende. fram 
which nadium i3 derived, were found 
quite by accident in the Great Bear 
Lake district. in Canada’s far North, 
some years ago, and now are being’ 
worked. Concentrates from this find 
are shipped by aeroplane to Wate-- 
ways, Alta, the end of steel, and 
from there to the refinery at Port 
Hope, Ont., they are transported by 
train. In 10 tons of concentrates 
there is about one gram of radium. 

The Canadian ore presented diffi- 
culties, Dr. Laurence said, but by a 
process of evaporation this was 
overcome and the radium was ca_ 
tracted.

1on of a man for walking firmly and successfully in th i 
duty. Be sure that discipline is fall of blesines ee ee 

Finally, and in the last analysis a man has to do his best and go for- 
ward. A famous old English schoolmaster had this motto, of which I am 


fond: “Never explain, never retract, never apologize. Get it done and let 
them howl.”

PENSIONS .. for everybody 

I am convinced that we, are com-_ 
ing, in Aimerica, to a system of old 
age pensions for everybody, regard. 
less of need. The idea has grown 
rapidly since Dr. ‘Townsend launched 
uis project, and was given an impe- 
tus ‘by the So¢ial Security Act. I do 
not imagine the ultimate scheme 
will be like either of those. 

If anybody is going to have pen- 
sions then everybody should have 
them. At present only certain fa- 
vored groups are pensioned. Paupers 
get old age pensions, as do veterans 
of some of our wars. Railway em- 
Ployes cf the Federal government, of 


most state governments and of 
many municipalities. 
It seems to me to be the fair 


thing to pension everybody at a 
given age, and tax everybody to 
pay the pensions. 


UNEMPLOYED... . count ’em 

Iehope the next thing the Ad. 
ministration at Washington does 
will be to make an accurate count 
of the number of persons still un- 
employed. Nobody knows how many 
of them ever were employed. A 
truthful census of unemployment 
should tell us how many are unem- 
ployable, by reason of physical or 
mental incapacity, and how many 
are out of work because they aon’t 
want to work.

It is calculated that the 2,000 
million people in toe world consume 
each year in round numbers food 
stuffs as follows: Potiatoes 8000 
million bushels, wheat 5,600 million, 
rice 5,300 million, rye, millet and 
spelt together 1,930 million. 

In addition 10,500 milion bushels 
of corn, barley, oats and mixed 
grains are fed to livestock and 
produce the equivalent of about 
2,000 million bushels of livestock 
products such as meal, eggs, butter, 
cheese, milk and cream. 

(Then there are consumed either 
directly or through livestock lange 
amounts of beans, peas, lentils, rape- 
seed, ground nuts, linseed, sesame,
